“Radium is found in ores carrying 
uranium and vanadium,’’ the secretary 
continues, “which are used extensively 
in the arts, and processes by which it 
is extracted are secret. A process has 
been invented by the chemists in our 
Bureau.of Mines which promises, from 
the laboratory experiments thus far 
made, to be successful.

Cuts Western Union Service. 

The discontinuance of telegraph serv- 
ice will mean that the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. will have the number of 
its stations in Missouri, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma considerably diminished, as 
the Frisco station agents have been 
handling commercial business for the 
Western Union in towns on its line too 
small to support a separate commercial 
office. j : 

Twenty-four special trains, which 
went over the Frisco lines Sutrday un- 
Cer general orders from Receiver Nixon, 
carried men who converted 12,000 miles 
of telegraph wires into a telephone cir- 
cult, removing the keys, sounders and 


replacing them with telephone equip- 
ment. 

The Grievance Committee of the Or- 
der of Railway Telegraphers has leased 
the Central Hotel, near the Frisco depot 
in Springfield, as headquarters for its 
men in the event of a strike.

What the Operators Demand. 
Members of the committee say their 

demands, heretofore presented to the 
receivers and refused, were as fllows: 

That exclusive station agents be 
put in the schedule the same as the 
agent who is required to handle 
telegrams or telephone messages. 

A consecutive eight-hour day for 
all except exclusive agents, and 
that telegraphers be not required to 
work i: more than one office in do- 
ing a day’s work. 

That a telegrapher taken from his 
home station to do relief work be 
paid for time lost in transit and be 
given expense money. 

That telegraphers be not required 
to scrub waiting rooms, offices or 
outbuildings; that. where they are 
not now required to handle mail be- 
tween the postoffice and the station, 
they be not required to do so in the 
future; that where they continue to 
handle the majl they be paid $15 
extra a month. 

That the telegraphers be not re- 
quired to clean batteries where three 
or more telegraph circuits are used. 

That the salaries of employes who

“Telegraphers in many of the Frisco 
Stations are required to wash the 
windows and scrub the floors of sta- 
tions, to build fires and to do other 


work which should be attended to by’ 


janitors or porters. The operators are 
demanding that janitors or porters be 
engaged to do this work. 

“The O. R. T. includes not only te- 
legraphers, but station agents and tele- 
phone men, so that the calling of a 
strike would hamper the system gen- 
erally.”’

Extra Stock Is No Longer 
Needed.

Thomas H. McKittrick, president of 
the Hargadine-MeKittrick Dry Goods 
Co., Monday, in answer to questions 
about. rumors in business circles that 
a reorganization of the company might 
be expected at the annual meeting of 


stockholders early in the new year, | 
sald to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
“gome such action’ might be taken 
and that directors of the company 4&re 
considering the advisibility of reducing 
the capital stock from $6,800,000 to %,- 
000, 000. 

McKittrick said the principal reason | 
for reducing the capital stock was that 
the Hargadine-McKittrick company had 
no further reason to carry the extra $2,- 
$00,000 of capital stoc. Which it issued 
when it bought the retail business of 
the William Barr Dry Goods Co. in 
1911. 


Sold Retail Stere After Year. 
After operating the Barr store less 


than a year the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company, one of the best known whole- 
sale dry goods houses in St.Louis, sold 
the business to D. May & Co., own- 
res of the Famous store, one cendition 
of the sale being that the Hargadine- 
McKittrick company should erect a suit- 
able building to house the consolidated 
Famous-Barr store. 

McKittrick told the reporter that the 
HargadineMcKiftirick Dry Goods Co. 
owns all the stock in the realty com- 
pany which owns the 2i-story Rallway 
Exchange Building on tne block bound- 
ed by Olive and Locust streets and 
Sixth and Seventh streets. Six floors 
of this building are occupied by the 
Famous-Barr store. He said he be- 
Mteved the building in a comparatively 
short time would be on a paying basis. 

In order to take over the Barr busi- 
ness and enter the retail field, the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick company increased 
its capital stock nearly $3,000,000. Ralpn 
McKittrick, a vice-president of the com- 
pany, said that the Hargadine-McKit- 
trick company no longer needed its sur- 
plus capitalization, after retiring from 
the retail field, and for that reason con- 
templated reducing its cts<ck. 

Stock of the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. 
has a par value of $100 a share. The 
first preferred, according to St. Louis 
Stock Exchange quotations, is offered 
at $80 a share and the second preferred 
at $40. The last quotation on the com- 
mon stock was $3,765 a share. 

The first preferred stock of the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick company formerly 
paid 3 per cent dividends and the sec- 
ond preferred 7 per cent. These divi- 
dends were suspended in 1911 and. the 
money was used in the retail business 
which the company entered when it 
bought the Barr store. The common 
stock, which once was on a 5 per cent 
basis, has paid no dividends since 1908. 

Besides Thomas H. McKittrick, presi- 
dent of the company, the other officers 
are Hugh McKittrick, Walter McKit- 
trick and Martin: Donahue, vice-presi- 
dénts; Ralph McKittrick, secretary, and 
Charlies C. English, treasurer. 

When the company purchased the re- 
tail business of the William Barr Dry 
Goods Co., the stock of the Hargadine- 
McKittrick company was put into a vot- 
ing trust, of which the company’s offi- 
cers were the members. Under this 
trust they are empowered to vote all the 
stock as they see fit. By a majority vote 
of the stockholders, this voting trust 
might at any time be dissolved. It was 
said Monday no movement looking t9 
the dissolution of the voting trust had 
been made.

SPANISH CITY 


Blaze Starting in Tenement Dis- 
trict of San Sebastian Un- 
checked for Hours. 


By Associated Press 

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, Dec. 29.—A 
fire which threatened to destroy most 
of this city started at midnight in the 
tenement house district and still was 
raging unchecked at noon. 
| The flames were fanned by a high 
wind. An immense block of buildings, 
mostly tenement dwellings, was de- 
stroyed before daybreak. Thousands of 
the inhabitants of the surrounding dis- 
tricts spent the morning in the streets, 
guarding such of their household goods 
as they have been able to remove 


hastily. 


Shortly after daybreak the fire 
reached a big theater and a variety 
hall in the center of the city. Both 
buildings were destroyed. 

From this spot the flames advanced 
toward the military barracks, which 
Were vacated immediately by order of 
the commanding officer. Virtually all 
the available soldiers were assigned to 
duty as firemen, although their efforts 
had little apparent effect in checking 
the conflagration. 

San Sebastian has a population of 

40,000, according to the census of 1900. 
It is considered one of the most beau- 
tiful watering places of Europe and 
is the summer residence of the royal 
family of ‘Spain. It is situated on the 
Bay of Biscay, 12 miles from the 
French frontier. The old town, lies in 
a cup-shaped depression in the moun- 
tains, fronting on the sea. 
The old town was destroyed by fire 
in 1813, but has been entirely rebuilt. 
The new town is built at the base of 
Mount Urgull, which is connected with 
the mainland by an isthmus, which has 
a splendid boulevard. The royal pal- 
ace Of Miramir is at San Sebastian.

‘Brothers’ College will not meet on the 
football field next Thanksgiving day. 
In a letter to the college authorities, 
the Billiken Athletic Board Saturday 
night stated that, in as much as C. B: 
C. was unable to adopt the eligibility 


rules suggested by St. Louis U., all 
furthér negotiations for the gridiron 
conflict would be dropped. The hitch 
came over C. B. C.’s refusal to bar 
freshmen in all its games next season, 
a condition that St. Louis U. imposed 
before booking the battle. 

«The game originally was proposed by 
outsiders who suggested that two char- 
itable institutions—Father Dunne’s 
Newsbovs’ Home and Father Dempsey’s 
Hotel—ie given 50 per cent of the gate 
receipts.

Eligibility Rules Involved.

HUERTA LIKELY TG. |F 
QUIT AS DICTATOR 
AND DIRECT ARMY 


Story That Enrique Gerostieta 
Will Succeed Him Is Be- 
lieved in Washington. 


CHANGE MUCH FAVORED 


Constitutionalists Would Not Be 
Consulted if United States 
Indorsed Plan. 


By gin ch ae 3 the Se etes Bu- 
uo e Post-Dispat 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The report 


from Mexico City that Gen. Huerta, 
dictator of Mexico, would resign early 
in the coming year to become head of 
the army and that Enrique Gerostieta, 
Mexican Minister of Justice, would suc- 
ceed him as provisional President re- 
ceives credence in governmental circles 
here. 

Such @ prograsn would meet with ap- 
proval from the United States Govern- 
ment, according to the Post-Dispatch 
informant, who is a member of the 
administration, 

While the State Department has had 
no official advices stating that Huerta 
would take this step, John Lind, Presi- 
dent Wilson’s representative in Mex- 
ico, and Nelson O'Shaughnessy, Charge 
d’Affaires of the American embassy at 
the Mexican capital, have informed the 
department that they believe Huerta 
and his gdvisers were seriously consid- 
ering such a plan. 

U. 8S. Friendly to Gerostieta. 
The attitude of the Washington Gov- 
ernment toward Gerostieta is friendly. 
According to the Post-Dispatch’s in- 
formant, President Wilson would waive 
some of the points in dispute between 
the American Government and the de 
facto government of Mexico, if Huerta 
would yield his office to Gerostieta. 
Under such circumstances, the United 
States would yield regarding the mat- 
ter of the continuity of constitutional 
government. Instead of insisting that 
Pedro Lascurain, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs under Madero, be named as pro- 
visional President, in order that there 
be a continuity of constitutional gov- 
ernment, the United States would agree 
to the selection of Gerostieta, provid- 
ing that Huerta would completely elim- 
inate himself, Senor Moheno, Minister 
de Gubernation, and Gen. Blanquet, 
Minister of War. 

It can be stated on authority that if 
Huerta and his advisers submit a propo- 
sition to the American Government, 
President Wilson will accept it and ask 
a'l foreign governments to lend their 
moral support to the program. Such 
action would be taken by the American 
Government without consulting the rev- 
olutionists. 
While the revolutionists, as expressed 
by their representative here, are not fa- 
vorable to the naming of Gerostieta, it 
is believed they would accept him if the 
United States recognized him as Pro- 
visional President. By accepting Geros- 
tieta, Gen. Carranza would be able to 
enter the presidential elections as a 
candidate, and, if the majority of the 
people of the country favor him, as he 
says they do, his chances of being suc- 
cessful would be more than that of oth- 
er candidates. With the United States 
supporting the de facto government and 
with Huerta in the field as the head of 
the army, their chances of success by 
arms would be less than at the polls. 
Huerta an Able Soldier. 
Even the revolutionists recognize the 
ability of Huerta asa soldier. The rep- 
resentatives of the revolutionists here 
admit that Huerta perhaps is the best 
fitted man in Mexico to command an 
army. He has a successful military ca- 
reer behind him, and, with a well-fed, 
well-paid army, the revolutionists would 
be unable to stay his march northward, 
into the heart of the country now con- 
trolled by them, 
With the report came the information 
that Huerta is moved to consider this 
program because of the present fiscal 
situation in Mexico City. He is without 
funds and is unable to obtain any. The 
financial blockade which the American 
government, with the assistance of all 
the foreign powers established several 
weeks ago has told on Huerta. Everv 
effort he has made to obtain a loan, 
either direct or by a concession, has met 
with failure.

TAXPAYERS, SLOW 
IN SETTLING, LOSE 
920,000 DISCOUNT 


Full Amount Will Be Collected 
From Those Who Have Neg- 
lected to Pay Early. 


City Collector Koeln Monday was 
humming his own version of a popular 
song. As the chorus ran through his 
mind, it said: “Every little bit added 
to what you’ve got makes just a little 
bit LESS.” 

Koeln probably was the only creditor 
in town who was glad his debtors had 
been slow in paying. He figured that 
because of the taxpayers’ dreamy hesi- 
tation waltz movement in meeting their 
civic obligations the city had saved 

Taxpayers who pay their taxes on or 
before Sept. 1 are entitled to a 5 2-3 per 
cent discount. This year, Koeln says, 
the regular rate of call loans in the Sr. 
Louis money market in the early fall 
was 6% per cent. For that reason many 
taxpayers must have preferred to loan 
their money rather than pay their taxes 
with it. Consequently they forfeited 
their tax discounts and this money 
eventually will get into the city treas- 
ury. 

Up to noon the tax collections 
amounted to $600,000 less than had been 
paid up to the same Gate last year. Of 
the $16,000,000 total taxes to be paid, 
about $11,500,000 have been collected. As 
Wednesday is the last day for paying 
the year’s taxes, Koeln is preparing for 
arush. He expects to take in about $3,- 
000,000 on that day. Two of the big ac- 
counts still unpaid are those of the 
United Railways Co., $448,000, and of the 
Laclede Gaslight Co., $238,000. 

All tax accounts not paid by Wednes- 
day night will have to pay 1 cent a 
month interest up to the time when they 
are paid. 


AMERICAN WOMAN IN

Lawyer Says Mrs. Whitelaw

LONDON, Dee. 2.—The surety of 320 
given by the -American Consul-General 
in London was forfeited today when 
Mrs. Sheridan Pitt Read, widow of a 
former American Consul at Tien Tsin, 
China, failed to appear at the police 
court to answer the charge of obtaining 
credit on false pretenses.

PRINCESS FIGURES | 


IN THE SEARCH FOR '© 
RAMIPOLLA’S WILL 


Wife of Cardinal’s Nephew, It 
Is Reported, Will Charge Se- 
questration of Paper. 


SISTER SEEKING ESTATE 


Baronness Presents Testament 
of 1889, Asks Removal of 
Seals From His Home. 


Special Cahle to the Posat-Dispatct 
and New York World. 


ROME. Dec. 29.—A probable legal 
fight over the estate of Cardinal Ram- 
polla is indicated by the latest develop- 
ments and reports in connection with 
the mystery of the Cardinal’s will. 

The retnoval of the seals from the res- 
idence of the Cardinal was requested by 
his sister, Baroness Carolina Rampolla- 


Pezzana, today. She is the mother of 
the notorious Prince Francesco Campo- 
bello, who figured in a society scandal 
two years ago, when Cardinal Rampol- 


'la’s signature was found attached to 


bills amounting to $10,000 drawn in the 

Prince’s favor. The Cardinal repudiat- 

ed the signatures but honored the bills, 

hoping to avoid a public scandal. 
Bulk of Estate to Sister. 

The actual will, dated 1889, bequeaths 
the bulk of the late Cardinal's $200,000 
estate to the Baroness. Her son, the 
Prince, is 36 years old. His, wife, 
Princess Altieri, obtained a judicial 
separation from him four years ago 
and lives with her two children in 
Turin. 

The Princess, it is reported, is bring- 
ing action against unknown persons ‘for 
sequestering a later will of Cardinal 
Rampolla revoking the will of 1889. 
Her mother-in-law, the Baroness, has 
presented to the court the late prelate’s 
testament dated 1889, according to which 
she is the only heir. The Baroness’ 
brothers have died since this will was 
made. 

If no opposition is raised by interested 
parties, the removal of the seals from 
the Cardinal's resjdence probably will 
take place tomorrow. A will of later 
date than 1889 has not been found. 

This later testament is said to beneiit 
the two sons of Princess Altieri, Vincen- 
zo and Larino, who, the late Cardine] 
promised her, should be provided for in 
his will. In this fact popular imagination 
finds ample reason to account for the 
disappearance of the later will. 


Missing Box Mystery. 

The story of the missing black box, 
said to have been found under the Car- 
dinal’s pillow and afterward stolen be- 
cause it was supposed to contain jewels, 
is now discredited, but the Sisters of 
Mercy who watched beside the corpse 
shortly after death continue to drop 
strange hints, yet seem fearful of dis- 
closing what happened during their vigil.

BERLIN, Dec. 29.—Germany today re- 
fused the request of the United States 
Government for the “most favored na- 
tion” treatment of American steels, rub- 
ber shoes, etc., but it is hinted she is 
willing to bargain for this concession 
if the United States will make an equiv- 
alent offer in return for it. 

The German reply to the United Stater 
application points out various features 
of the American tariff law—namely, the 
inspection of the books of the manufac- 
turers and the administrative regula- 
tions, which Germany would like to see 
changed. 

Commercial circles’ here express the 
opinion that the German-American tar- 
iff negotiations will be extremely diffi- 
cult without some such method of bar- 
gaining. .

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RAILROAD LOGIC. 

The supplemental questions submitted by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to railroad 
managers, seeking an advance in rates, go to the 
core of the issue of gevernmental regulation of 
railroad finances. 

The questions, covering broadly all reasons for 
the decrease in revenues as compared with the 
increase in operating expenses, relate specifical- 
ly to extravagances in railroad expenditures, al- 
lowances, rebates and special privileges, and to 
financial relations and dealings between allied 
corporations and of railroad directors in cor- 
porations selling to the railroads. 

It is mot likely that the commission will get 
free confessions of illegal rebates and allow- 
ances. If it has knowledge of such transactions 
it should supply the Department of Justice with 
the facts. 

The questions touching the possibility of re- 
ducing extravagant outlays and operating ex- 
penses relate to the present petition for an in- 
crease of rates. Those touching financial rela- 
tions and dealings with allied corporations and 
railroad directors relate to the petition for rate 
increases, if they are to be continued. 

It is conceivable that the railroads may con- 
fess to improper and costly dealings through in- 
terlocking directorates and official syndicates in 
the past and justly plead need for better rates 
now, largely on account of such looting. But 
the condition of the grant of increased rates 
should be the cessation of all improper practices 
by which raflroad treasuries are depleted for the 
enrichment of favored persons inside or out of 
their directorates. 

The inquiry leads directly te the necessity of 
a guarantee of the economical and efficient ex- 
penditure of railroad revenues and railroad loans 
for needed railroad purposes, and no other. By 
inference this is the commission’s condition of a 
grant of rate increases. 

The condition can be met only in one way— 
by rigid governmental regulation of railroad 
finances—the supervision of the issues of rail- 
road securities, of the purposes for which they 
are issued and of the actual expenditure of the 
money. 

The logical conclusion of the whole matter is 
found in the commission’s own recommendation 
for the regulation of railroad finances in its an- 
nual report, which has been brought to an acute 
issue by the Post-Dispatch’s demand for prompt 
action in the light of the reveiations of plunder- 
ing practices in the New Haven and ‘Frisco 
systems. 

Nor need the Interstate Commerce Commission 
wait for further information to give weight and 
point to its recommendation. The history of 
American railroads supplies a library of infor- 
mation which is capped by the recent scandalous 
facts brought out in the Frisco and New Haven 
investigations.

A board of six to make a new and scientific 
study of high meat prices has been tamed by Sec- 
retary Houston. No Florodora sextette could vie 
in popularity with these aix, if they get results in 
their work. The violation of the economic law 
that when the price of a commodity goes up, the 
production of the commodity tends to increase 
must, of course, be due-to the introduction of ar- 
tificial factors. 

With the price of meat promising attractive re- 
wards for the production of livestock, census fig- 
ures have shown that the number of livestock in 
the country has steadily declined while the con- 
suming population has increased. The Meat 
Trust, in forcing high prices from the consumer, 
has seen to it that no such proportion of the 
profits goes to the farmer and ranch man as 
would stimulate livestock growing. It is right 
now in affirming that the scarcity of livestock 
explains the constant upward tendency of meat 
prices, but to its unfair apportionment of the 
profits in the past the scarcity is largely due.

WOMEN MUST PAY 
INCOME TAX, OR SUFFER 


Punishment to Follow if They 
Refuse,'as Dr. Anna’ Shaw 


Threatens. 

By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Women who 
follow the advice of Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, president of the National Wom- 
an’'s Suffrage Association, to offer “pas- 
sive resistance” to the income tax law, 
lay themselves open to serious trouble 
with the Government, in the opinion of 
officials of the Treaéury Department. 
In an open letter addressed to ‘‘un- 
franchised. women’ of America,’”’ Dr. 
Shaw further advocated that “they de- 
cline to ajd the Government in levying 
taxes upon them by refusing to render 
an account of their property.” 
Treasury officials point out that it is 
just a8 much a violation of the law to 
refuse to make returns to the collector 
as to refuse to pay the tax after the 
assessment has been made. 

A fine of from $3 to $1000 is the 
renalty provided, and treasury officials 
declare they propose to enforce the law. 
They made it clear today that every- 
body subject to the income tax, whether 
man or woman, Would have to obey the 
law réquiring returns on the amount of 
annual ‘income and that the Government 
would take the proper steps to enforce 
the law where an attempt was made 
to evade it.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 2.—Dodging 
from tree to tree, and firing as he 
ran, Henry Rokowski, who last night 
shot and killed Constable Martin Windt 
and probably fatally wounded two other 
persons at West Homestead, a suburb, 
held @ posse of 200 deputy sheriffs and 
citizens at bay on the hills above Mo- 
nongahela Valley today.
